Deaths From ‘Smaze’ 


NEW YORK UFI—A four-day con­ 
centration of city fume and smoke 
haze continued today to curtain 
and 
harass coastal 
areas 
from 
New England to Virginia. 
Health 
Department authorities 
in the New York Metropolitan area 
and New Jersey were keeping a 
close watch on death reports to see 
if the twilight-gray “smaze” would 
add to fatalities. 
Hundreds of persons have com­ 
plained of scratchy throats and ir­ 
ritated eyes and noses, with chron­ 
ic 
asthma 
sufferers 
being 
the 
worst hit. 
Manhattan’s famed skyscrapers 
often appeared blotted out in the 
gloom. 
The unseasonably warm weather 
—yesterday’s high was 69.9—has 
caused this unusual situation: A 
layer of warm air has formed a 
ceiling over colder air at ground 
level, with the upper air acting 
as a lid to keep fumes and smoke 
from dispersing. The Weather Bu­ 
reau terms this an “inversion” of 
the usual process. 
The only relief in sight was a 
forecast of “some rain beginning 
tonight or Sunday.” A cold wave 
moving east from Chicago could 
break up the condition, but that 
might take several more days.

However, by mid­ 
night last night all incoming and 
outgoing flights at La Guardia and 
Idlewild airports were canceled.

Atty. O’Grady summed up the 
expected case for the defense. He 
said he expected to show that the 
place at 505 Virginia Ave. is the 
“ m eeting place for Club 25, which 
is confined to about 12 y o u n g 
m en.” 
He said the club has kept a min­ 
ute book and a record of club 
m em bership and required initiation 
fees and qualifications for m em ­ 
bership. It was “ in process of se­ 
curing a charter from the state 
and had employed counsel for the 
legal work” at the tim e of the 
raid, he declared. 
He referred to the building as 
“ the private home” of the club. 
Apparently aiming to prove oper­ 
ation of a "locker system ”—legal 
in Ohio without a license under 
certain conditions—he pointed out 
that m ost of the seized bottles were 
m arked with nam es of m em bers. 
Then the defense attorney made 
a series of five motions in rapid 
fire order, but Judge Brokaw de­ 
ferred ruling on most of them. 
He opened with a demand for 
preparation of a w arrant to be is­ 
sued on the basis of the affidavit 
signed by Paine. 
“ It is no concern of the court 
how Mr. M artin got here,” Judge 
Brokaw 
replied. 
“ We 
recogniz 
that he is here and on trial.” 
Then Atty. O’Grady objected to 
his client being tried, declaring he 
had been “ denied due process of 
law.” That motion was overruled. 
He asked the court to order the 
state to return “ all property and 
things seized,” citing the Ohio Con­ 
stitution, the 5th Amendment to 
the U. S. C onsition and Supreme 
Court opinions. He said the whis­ 
ky was “ seized unlawfully a n d 
taken without a search w arrant” 
and that it was taken “ illegally” 
from the “ private home of Club 
25.” 
Judge Brokaw took that motion 
under advisem ent, commenting his 
ruling would “depend on the de­ 
velopments of the facts in t h e 
case.” 
The next motion called for “ sup­ 
pression of the evidence seized . . 
by the agents from the residence 
of Club 25.” 
“That depends upon the status 
of the club,” the judge said. 
The judge also overruled anoth­ 
er defense motion asking the court 
to direct the state to “ state on 
which of the two offenses in the 
affidavit it wishes to proceed.”

2. Survivors are entitled to what­ 
ever portion of a m issing m an’s 
pay that accum ulates while he is 
missing and which has not been 
previously allocated.* such as for 
allotm ents or savings bonds. 
3. Im m ediately after a service­ 
man is declared dead, the Veterans 
Administration 
will

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America's Deadly Parallel 


When everything has been said and done, the 
one thing Americans will never be able to swal­ 
low in the spy-ring setup is this: 
That people who held elective office chum­ 
med up with people who subsequently were 
revealed to be disloyal to the United States.

There was a deadly parallel in the purposes 
of the people who held office and the purposes 
of the conspirators who wormed their way into 
power as their companions and advisers.

It took a long time to make the fateful de­ 
cision to do that. 
The CIO is still wrestling with that problem. 
So is the government of the United States. 
So Is the government of Britain, where the 
deadly parallel 
between 
creeping 
socialism 
(Fabianism) and outright Marxism was not 
detected until the creepers had seized private 
property. 
France. Italy and Germany, too, have been 
victims of the scheme whereby Marxists walked 
hand in hand with fellow travelers and power- 
grabbers willing to scuttle freedom for the 
privilege of giving orders to the dumb, face­ 
less, nameless masses who were put on earth— 
according to authoritarians—to carry out their 
arrogant commands. 
The people who really betrayed America were 
not the Communists. They were the homegrown 
authoritarians traveling in the same direction.

White Was An Organizer On A Stupendous Scale 


Disillusioned Admirer 


Pneumonia Weather 


The Ancient Mariner’s “cloudless sky" would 
have been a blessing for modern ships that 
move without sails. 
But in the time of sailing ships, weather was 
no good without enough breeze to fill the can­ 
vas. “A painted ship upon a painted ocean" 
was the ultimate in nautical helplessness. 
More thought has been given to the imper­ 
fection of perfect weather in this .part of the 
country since last July than at any time in the 
memory of living men. Opinions are being re­ 
vised. 
The only perfection which could be bestowed 
on this area would be an interval of the kind of 
weather which in ordinary years is cursed and 
reviled for its imperfections. 
There should be days on end of dripping, 
drizzling, 
bone-chilling 
autumn 
rain. 
This 
should be followed by days of snowdrifts turn­ 
ing into windows of slush, oozing into shoetops 
bv day and stiffening by night. 
Skies should be overcast. The sun should stay 
concealed for days at a time. The ground should 
turn to mush. The air should be humid and 
dank. Old-timers should announce through chat­ 
tering teeth that “This is old-fashioned pneu­ 
monia weather." 
Anyone thoughtless enough to say it’s a bad 
day when something finally is done about the 
moisture deficit which already is a minor ca­ 
tastrophe and may turn into a major one should 
be made to go without a drink of water for 
many days as there have been months without 
thirst-quenching rain — now approaching five. 


In all the discussion of the Harry 
Dexter White case, little is said 
about White’s stupendous opera­ 
tions.

II, many problems arose which 
required more knowledge and ex­ 
perience than Morgenthau posses­ 
sed. A group of skilled technicians 
and economists were brought into j 
the department through White’s 
influence. 


THIS 
GROUP, 
consisting 
of 
White, Harold 
Glasser, 
Charles 
Kramer, William Ludwig UUman, I 
Victor Perlo, Nathan Gregory Sil- j 
vermaster, Virginius Frank Coe, j 
William H e n r y Taylor, Solomon ; 
Adler, and a few others on lower 
levels, was able to control Treas­ 
ury policies which affected not 
only this but other countries. 
They combined with Alger Hiss 
in the State Department; Lauchlin 
Currie and Michael Greenberg in 
the White House; William Reming­ 
ton and Michael Lee in the De­ 
partm ent 
of 
Commerce; 
a n d 
others in other departments. 
This interlocking of forces gave 
them a strength far beyond any- i 
thing imaginable outside the gov­ 
ernment. 


WHITE ORGANIZED the Bret- 
ton Woods Conference, which de­ 
veloped the give-away program. 
Bretton Woods came up with a 
plan for an International Monetary 
Fund and a plan for an Inter­ 
national Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development (World Bank). 
Into the International Monetary 
Fund, the United States agreed 
to put up $2,750,000,000, or 31 per 
cent; into the Bank, the United 
States put up $3,175,000,000, or 35 
per cent. 
These agencies were intended 
to develop great economic power, 
the Fund dominating, to a degree, 
the currencies of the world. 
This is not the place to discuss 
the nature either of the Fund or 
the Bank, except to say that who­ 
ever ran them could affect tre­ 
mendously the economics of the 
entire world. 


THEY COULD control the value 
of the American dollar. Harry Dex­ 
ter White organized the Interna­ 
tional Monetary Fund and was its 
U. S. executive director. Virginius 
Frank Coe became its secretary 
and was succeeded by William 
Henry Taylor, both of whom were 
named in Attorney General Brown­ 
ell’s testimony. 


For a century or more, China’s 
currency had been stable, although 
as the price of silver rose in­ 
creasing amounts of silver were 
exported to the United States, leav­ 
ing China with nothing but value­ 
less paper money. 
TThe 
United States Treasury 
agreed to assist China to stabilize 
her currency. Harry Dexter White, 
Lauchlin Currie, Harold Glasser. 
Charles Kramer, Solomon Adler 
and others got into the act. 
In a period of disastrous infla­ 
tion, these Treasury aides and ad­ 
visers helped 
further 
to 
wreck 
China’s currency. 


IT WAS THIS that paved the 
way for the Communist conquest 
of China. There can be no question 
but that investigation will prove 
that Americans helped the Chinese 
Communists. 
The so-called Morgenthau Plan 
is now costing the United States 
billions of dollars. We now know 
that it was designed to wreck 
Germany and to keep that country 
under Russian control. 
The original Morgenthau Plan, 
entitled “Program to Prevent Ger­ 
many from Starting a World War 
III,” clearly eliminates the United 
States from Germany: 
“Although 
the 
United 
States 
would have full military and civil­ 
ian representation on whatever in­ 
ternational commission or com­ 
missions may be established for 
the execution of the whole German 
program, the prim ary responsibil­ 
ity for the policing of Germany 
and for civil 
administration 
in 
Germany should be assumed by 
the military forces of Germany’s 
continental neighbors. Specifically, 
these 
should 
include 
Russian, 
French, Polish, Czech, Greek, Yu­ 
goslav, Norwegian, Dutch and Bel­ 
gian soldiers. 
“Under 
this 
program 
United 
States troops could be withdrawn 
within a relatively short time." 


THE PLAN further provided: 
“The complete demilitarization 
of Germany in the shortest possi­ 
ble period of time after surrender. 
“This means completely disarm­ 
ing the German army and peo­ 
ple (including the removal or de­ 
struction of all war m aterial), the 
total destruction of the whole Ger­ 
man armament industry, and the 
removal or destruction of other 
key industries which are basic to 
military strength." 
It is now fairly well, but not 
finally, established that this same 
group of men, of whom Harry 
Dexter White was the leader, pre­ 
sented this plan to Henry Morgen­ 
thau, Jr., who in turn handed it 
to Franklin D. Roosevelt and Win­ 
ston Churchill at the Quebec Con­ 
ference. 
Henry Morgenthau, Jr., ought to 
testify under oath concerning the 
origin of this disastrous barbarity. 
These are three of many ex­ 
amples of the machinations of this 
dangerous 
group 
who 
worked 
under a cover-up.

CLEVELAND 
The political tem perature went 
away below freezing when Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
entered the cavernous CIO conven­ 
tion hall here. 
During Walter 
Reuther’s 
po­ 
lite 
introduc- I 
tory w o r d s , 
t h e 
militant 
labor 
leaders 
who had been 
ripping «*i n t o 
President Eis­ 
enhower 
and

for 
nearly a week, 
cheered the names of Gen. George 
Marshall and Dean Acheson. For 
Dulles, they had a few boos, scat­ 
tered applause and a deep freeze 
in vivid contrast to the w a r m 
greetings the secretary of state 
received at the AFL convention 
recently. 
The CIO’s 700 top leaders un- j 
froze a little for President Eisen­ 
hower’s second cabinet member, 
who flew in with Dulles. He was 
Jam es Mitchell, the first Republi­ 
can secretary of labor to address ! 
a CIO convention — which had 
until this year lived all its turbu­ 
lent life under Democratic presi­ 
dents. 


DESPITE THE 
FROST, 
both 
Dulles and Mitchell asked the CIO 
for support, diplomatically point­ 
ing out that all life is a com­ 
promise with perfection. 
Then in plain talk they remind­ 
ed CIO that there had been an 
election. The Republicans had won 
it. 
I 
For the first time the nation, \ 
as well as the CIO delegates to 
the 15th constitutional convention, 
were also told that the administra­ 
tion had finally worked out the 
basis for a definite labor program. 
And, at least to this reporter, it 
seemed that President Eisenhow­ 
er’s envoy, Jim Mitchell, was say­ 
ing, we’d like you to work with 
us, we’re ready to make some 
changes. Take it or leave jt. But 
this is what we believe. 


THERE WOULD no longer be 
any “back stair’’ for labor leaders 
into the White House as “was the 
case too often in the past." the 
labor secretary told the grimly 
quiet convention. 
“This body would be like a flock j 
of ostriches, with their heads bur­ 
ied in the sand if it did not, in its 
deliberations, take account of the 
fact that something in th* air has 


changed." Mitchell said, with his 
old charm and new firmness. 
“We have had what is as close 
as we can come in America to a 
national referendum. 
“The very least that can be 
said about it is that a majority 
of our people —- and there must 
have been many CIO members 
among them — changed their at­ 
tachment from the record a n d 
policies of the previous adminis­ 
trations to support Dwight D. Eis­ 
enhower." 


THEN MITCHELL proceeded to 
make some enemies on both sides 
of the labor front. He warned in­ 
dustry that the administration was 
attempting to work out a formula 
which would raise the nation’s 
minimum wage by law and spread 
it to cover some 41,000.000 more 
people. 
By going from 75 cents to $1.00 
an hour this increase would add 
billions a year to the country’s 
wage bill — and no doubt an­ 
tagonize many businessmen. 
On the labor side, he said of 
course that he was opposed to re­ 
peal of the Taft-Hartley law, but 
the White House was ready to 
make a number of changes in the 
law — not any “ magic” number 
like 19 (referring to the amend­ 
ments which ex-Labor Secretary 
Martin Durkin tried to p u s h 
through before his resignation.) 
But still changes. Then he laid it 
on the line. 


OBVIOUSLY speaking for the 
White House and its special ad­ 
visers. Mitchell revealed that: 
The administration would abso­ 
lutely not leave itself powerless to 
handle national emergency strikes 
such as the last steel stoppage 
and coal walkouts. 
In what seemed to me to be a 
reference to one of Durkin’s pro­ 
posals that a union member be 
expelled and fired from his job if 
he revealed “confidential" union 
information, Mitchell said: “ I am 
opposed to any proposal 
which 
would make it easier for Com­ 
munists or racketeers to control 
labor organizations, and I am op­ 
posed to treating a Communist 
problem solely as a labor union 
problem." 
Mitchell said he expected to lose 
friends. He did. But everybody

k n o w s where 
everybody

Certainly the Communist infil­ 
tration in the government during

“ anti-McCarthyism" issue in 1954, 
he is very much mistaken. 
Likewise, 
the 
Republicans, 
of 
course, wherever there’s a »doubt, 
will ask every candidate for Con­ 
gress to stand up and be counted 
on whether he stands with Truman 
on the Harry Dexter White issue 
or against. 
As for Mr. Truman, he made 
sure that Communism in govern­ 
ment would be an issue in the 
coming campaign by charging in 
his nation-wide broadcast l a s t 
Monday night that the Eisenhower 
administration 
had 
“embraced 
McCarthyism." 


THIS GIVES the Republicans the 
best opening they had in months 
because, if “McCarthyism” c a n 
be defined as demagoguery, then 
“Trumamsm" is much worse be­ 
cause it i n c l u d e s not o n l y 
demagoguery but a soft attitude 
toward Communist infiltration in 
government as evidenced by the 
revelations in the Harry Dexter 
White case. N o b o d y can accuse 
McCarthy of softness toward Com­ 
munists in government. 
Mr. Trum an’s record of “ polite­ 
ness" or 
“courtesy" 
not o n l y 
wasn’t manifested in his broadcast 
when he said the attorney general 
“lied," 
but 
his speeches before 
have been filled with similar epi­ 
thets about his opponents. 
Back in the 1948 campaign, he 
cast some doubts on the loyalty 
of Governor Dewey and 
in 
the 
1952 campaign he issued a state­ 
ment referring to General Eisen­ 
hower’s utterances in one instance 
as “thoroughly dishonest."

The BBC will require scripts in advance and 
judge them at a preview before giving the 
green light. And the commercials must never 
be delivered during the entertainment. 
The British have a feeling that there is some­ 
thing cheap about an actor or actress stepping 
out of a role to go into a Kickapoo Indian 
medicine-man routine. 
They shudder at the thought of a member 
of the Northwest Mounties halting his pursuit 
of the outlaws in order to explain how he 
shaves. 


Britannia may not rule the waves, but it 
seems determined to rule the airwaves. BBC 
is dull Americans would find it stuffy and hard 
to take. But few people will deny that the com­ 
mercials that dot American radio and TV pro­ 
grams are maddening. 
On an American program it would surprise 
nobody if Romeo followed the line. “Oh. that 
I were a glove upon that hand and that I 
might touch that cheek!” with a broad smile 
and. “Yes. and when you touch a cheek be 
sure that it is a cheek that has been freshened 
by a wonderful beauty soap." 
Or if Juliet spoke the impassioned lines.

William Cowper suffered all of his 69 years. 
Due to a weak constitution, he suffered physi­ 
cally. 
Due to uncontrollable melancholia, he 
suffered mentally. 
He believed that God had 
doomed his soul beyond redemption. 
This be­ 
lief drove him to attempts at suicide and he 
was committed to insane asylums four times. 
He had studied law but could not plead cases 
because of stage fright, and his speech was im­ 
paired by lisping and stammering. 
Yet, when 
he had control of his faculties, William Cowper 
produced poetry that placed him among the 
foremost of England’s literary giants. 
The world can thank, among others, the 
Reverend John Newton . . . the one-time sailor 
and slave trader . . . for bringing out the best 
in Cowper. While Curate at the town of Olney, 
Newton gave the poet a home and put him to

The school is burgeoning Uni­ 
versity of Houston and the oilman 
philanthropist with football fever 
is Hugh Roy Cullen. 
The oilman, pleased with the 
school’s football win over Baylor 
last week, announced his gift yes­ 
terday at a campus pep rally for 
today’s game with Texas Tech. 
“The great spirit and determi­ 
nation shown by the Cougars last 
Saturday in defeating Baylor fills 
me with enthusiasm and prompts 
me to do something for our great 
university.’’ Cullen said. Nobody 
doubted his enthusiasm when he 
said a few minutes later: 
“ I have decided to give the uni­ 
versity $2,225,606 in oil payments.” 
Cullen explained that campus

To Be Tested 


By Tbe Associated Press 
The National Basketball Associa­ 
tion’s new rule, designed to fore­ 
stall intentional fouling and to lim­ 
it roughness, gets its first test to­ 


night in four league games.

“ tem porary” 
rule, 
which 
will be tried for a week before 
a 
decision 
is 
reached, 
pertains 
only to personal fouls committed 
in the third and fourth periods. 
The rule provides that the team 
shooting the foul shot gets the ball 
out of bounds at 
mid-court—re­ 
gardless of whether the shot is 
good—on the third foul committed 
by a given player in the sam e per­ 
iod and on every foul thereafter 
by that player in that period. 
It does not take into considera­ 
tion fouls made in other periods. 
The purpose is to prevent a player 
from excessive fouling in the third 
and fourth periods. 
The experim ent will be in effect 
through games of Sunday, Nov. 29. 
Then the league will vote whether 
to continue it for the rest of the 
season.
